REMARKS 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 8-14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Tanabe et al. (U.S. Patent Application No. 
2003/0066817) in view of Pierson et al. (U.S. Patent Application No. 
2001/0025826). Applicant respectfully traverses Examiner's rejection and 
requests reconsideration for the following reasons. 

Applicant has amended independent Claim 8 to more clearly define the 
invention. Specifically, Claim 8 has been amended to state that the nitrogen 
containing gas is introduced into the vacuum chamber at a volumetric flow 
rate that is less than the volumetric flow rate of the hydrogen bromide 
containing gas. See original specification at page 8, lines 13-15 where the 
volumetric flow rate for N2 is given as 9 seem and the volumetric flow rate for 
HBr is given as 60 seem for one of the preferred embodiments. 

Whereas, Pierson et al. teach "the amount of nitrogen gas added must 
exceed the volumetric measure of chlorinated gas in seem." See Paragraph 19 
of U.S. Patent Application No. 2001/0025826. Therefore, Pierson et al. teach 
away from the current invention. 

Since Pierson et al. teach away from introducing the nitrogen 
containing gas at a volumetric flow rate that is less than the volumetric flow 
rate of the hydrogen bromide containing gas, the amendments as stated 
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herein overcome all rejections. It is therefore respectfully urged that a prima 



facie showing of anticipation or obviousness has not been made. 

All grounds of rejection having been overcome by the amendments 
hereinabove, reconsideration and a Notice of Allowance is respectfully 
requested. 



Favorable action is respectfully requested.
